Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 12-14,17, and 20 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as to claim 12, the 
prior art of record does not teach nor render obvious the overall claimed combination of a 
method for performing an ophthalmic procedure on a cornea of a patient comprising adjusting 
the vent blades to direct a laminar flow of air from the outlet, around the vent blades, and above 
the cornea from one side of the cornea to another side of the cornea, at a distance so that the 
cornea is not de-hydrated by the flow of air and creating a flap in the cornea. Therefore, the 
subject matter in claim 12 is considered novel.
